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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 the prior art of record does not teach or suggest alone or in 
combination, the combination of elements especially the base formed of three 
dimensional formation circuit board with fitting portion and an electrical 
component. 

The following prior art discusses some claim elements but not a three-dimensional 
formation circuit board or an electrical component on the base: Gordon et al, 
Morlion et al, McGrath, Ono, Yokemura et al and, Kataoka et al. Morte et al 
teaches an electrical component on a base but no counterpart connector. Tate 
teaches an electrical component on a base but on the counterpart connector base. 
Both Nishio et al (US2004/0023528) and, Nishio et al (US6905344) teach a base 
with mounted electrical component but no three dimensional formation circuit 
boards. Japanese patent JP3-49178 does not teach a three-dimensional formation 
circuit board or an electrical component on the base.
